Washington, July 23.—Congreés 
this fall wiil be asked to authorize 
a building program of+light cruisers, 
submarines and other auxiliary war 
vessels to round out our treaty navy 
and conform to the building programs 
in England and Japan, provided rec- 
ommendations submitted to the gen- 
eral board of the navy are approved. 


For several months the general 
board, in co-operation with the heads 
of the navy’s technical bureaus and 
under the supervision of the chief of 
operations, has been working on plans 
for rounding out the pew navy in 
conformity with the terms of the arms 
conference naval treaty. 

For the first time in its history the 
United States has a definite naval pol- 
icy. This was automatically fixed by 
the naval limitation treaty. While 
the treaty defines the battleship ra- 
tio only, the same ratio applies, in 
spirit, to the auxiliary craft... Our 
naval policy therefore is to build only 
enough tonnage of various types to 
round out our navy and maintain it 
on the same relative footing with Eng- 
land and Japan.

By  take-a-run-over-to-Europe-why- 
don’t-you, he meant taking two or 
three months of mental and physical 
relaxation. Europe, in those dear 
dead days, meant freedom from accus- 
tomed cares; dolce far niente; all 
that kind of bewitching sloth. It 
meant lolling on balconies overlooking 
amethystine seas. It meant a late 
breakfast of coffe. .. . rolls and new- 
mown butter, following which you 
sailed forth in idle quest of the day’s 
pleasure, same being always conven- 
iently around the corner. You visit d 
palace or cathedral or ruin, if you 
had the Baedecker bent. You drove 
in a cozy lop-sided fiacre, chatting 
amiably meanwhile with the broad 
back of the driver thereof. You 
wrote picture postcards home. You 
shopped for a gift for your wealthy 
Aunt Amelia. You sought the near- 
est cafe terrace and, as you sipped 
your strange and sticky drink, you 
idly..watched the idle world idling 
by. 

But Not Now. 

Time was. But not now. The bal- 
conies are still there, and the amethys- 
tine seas, but the lolling thereby is 
practically negligible and the dolce far 
nienting far from dolce. Touristing 
for pleasure in this, the most gor- 
geously interesting and terrible period 
of the world’s history, is a grim ane 
racking business. To do it success- 
fully you must have at least a fair 
working knowledge of higher mathe- 
matics (including calculus), of ‘engin- 
eering, international law, foreign ex- 
change, world politics, geography, 
weather forecasting, dietetics and 
plain and fancy laundering.

Alleged Drunken. Man 
Started Gun Phy, Oth- 
ers Say—He Is Expect- 
éd to Die From Wounds.

Three men are in the Macon hospital 
suffering from bullet wounds as the 
result of a shooting scrape on Olive 
street, East Macon, about 4 o’clock 
this morning, and at least one of them 
is believed to be fatally wounded.

Paris, July 23.—A conference be- 
tween David Lloyd George, the Brit- 
ish prime minister, and Raymond 
Poincare, the French premier, to dis- 
cuss the question of a moratorium 
for Germany has been arranged for 
the first part of August. 

It is expected that the conference 
wil] assume the proportions of a meet- 
ing of the supreme council, as it is 
understood here that Belgium is sure 
to be represented, and if the Italian 
cabinet crisis is solved in time, that 
Italy also will be represented. 

Realization that the reparations 
question has reached a decisive crisis 
is beld responsible in French circles 
for Premier Poincare’s decision to 
have the matter of German mora- 
torium discussed before the first su- 
preme council he has agreed to attend 
since be hecame premier. 

Poincare’s Attendants. 

The fact that M. Poincare will be 
accompanied to London by Minister 
of Finance de Lasteyrie, and Count 
Peretti de la Rocca, director of poiit- 
ical affairs at the foreign ofice, as 
well as technical experts, and the pre- 
mier’s acceptance of the invitation to 
meet Mr. Lloyd George while awaiting 
the decision of the reparations com- 
missions on the moratorium question, 
are regarded here as indicating that 
the fate of the German moratorium is 
more likely to be decided at Londan 
than Paris. 

That’ M. Poincare reserves full 
freedom of action for himself at Lon- 
don is explained in a semi-officia]l note 
issued at the foreign office today, say- 
ing that the premier’s letter to M. 
Dubois, head of the reparations com- 
mission, on July 19, haé ~béen erro- 
neously interpreted in some quarters 
as contained the instructions of the 
French premier on the moratorium to 
the French representative on the rep- 
arations commission.” The note said 
the final .pinions would only be made 
when the government had taken cog- 
nizance of the report of the commie 
sion on guarantees and other reports.

Details of such plans as may have 
been already prepared by General 
Pershing are not disclosed. The gen- 
eral nature of project, however con- 
templates assignment of national 
guard divisions to specific defensive 
positions on coasts and borders to 
which they would be rushed ip the 
event of war.

Wool Schedules 
ToBurdenPeople 
Declares Walsh 


Washington, July 23.—Huwactment 
of the wool duties proposed in the 
ae tariff bill would result in a 
urden on the people at least as large 
as that imposed oy Schedule K, of the 
Payne-Aldrich law, Senator Walsh, 
democrat, of Massachusetts, declared 
today in a formal statement. Sen- 
ator Walsh, who is in charge of the 
democratic fight in the senate against 
the wool duties, contended that the 
83 cents a pound duty on raw wool 
alone would increase the nation’s 
clothing bill by $200.000,000 anaually. 

To support this contention, the sen- 
ator referred to tariff commission 
estimates as to the probable effect 
of the raw wool rate on prices of 
clothing. These estimates were that 
if the duty were fully effective the 
price of suits would be advanced from 
$2.03 to $2.85 each and the price of 
overcoats from $3.20 to $3.70 each. 

“These figures,” said Senator Walsh, 
“do not take in consideration other 
factors which will serve to increase 
the cost of garments to the public, 
such as the increases in protective 
rates on wool clothing and the in- 
creases in the protective rates on 
wool cloths and other materials en- 
tering into garments, such as linings 
and trimmings.” 

The Massachusetts senator added 
that it would not be possible accu- 
rately to estimate this increase, but 
he asserted that the total would be 
“stupendous.” “The inequitable, un-

There has been some speculation as 
to whether the British miners, with 
their highly organized spirit of union 
solidarity, would balk at mining coal 
to be shipped to the United States, 
because of its strike there. 

It is considered unlikely that what- 
ever sympathy the British workers 
have for their American comrades 
will be carried to the extent of re- 
fusing to mine coal for export to the 
United States. On the contrary, the 
British workers are expected to seize 
eagerly the opportunity offered by 
this sudden demand from abroad as a 
Godsend, because it comes while they 
are in a period of unemployment. The 
situation recently became so serious 
that the miners’ federation protested 
against the continuation of daylight 
saving, claiming that it reduced the 
consumption of fuel. 


Remember Own Strike, 

The miners also recall how during 
their own big strike, the British gov- 
ernment freely imported thousands of 
tons of coal from the United States 
without ever arousing a voice of pro- 
test from the American mine workers. 
British labor, which was extremely 
bitter at this refusal of its American 
fellow-workers to assist in the fight 
to force empl. -ers to terms, is scarce- 
ly expected to cut itself off from much 
needed work for the sake of helping 
the American labor cause, now that 
the situation happens to be reversed. 

The American demand on the coal 
market of South Wales is acting as a 
life-saver, for the Welsh coal industry 
is in the most desperate condition in 
months. 

American orders have already been 
placed with a group of leading export 
firms at Cardiff for 300,000 tons of 
coal to be shipped to the United 
States within the next fortnight, with 
another sizeable order of locomotive 
coal. 

These orders will be filled largely 
from heavy reserve stocks which have 
been accumulated recently at the col- 
lieries. But dealers are certain that 
they will have to increase their opera- 
tions as a result of the American re- 
quirements. They look for heavier 
orders from now on, and in view of 
inquiries from America regarding 
loading capacity and rates up to the 
end of August, the operators estimate 
that the weekly export figures will 
soon reach 250. tons. 

The Cardiff market has already 
shown signs of improvement as a re- 
sult of these ex ort prospects. Idle 
steamers are being sent to the docks 
there to take on coal cargoes destined 
for America. At least sixty or seventy 
vessels will be needed to handle the 
initial American demands, it is es- 
timated.

Child Placenient Bill Urged 
- By Georgia Women Voters 


The Georgia’ League of Women

To those of us who 
are mothers, who have held our own 
precious babies close in our arms, who 
have shielded them through the ten- 
der years and guarded them to man- 
hood, it seems past understanding 
that babies should be given away, like 
puppies or kittens, to the first comer.

Klan Unmasking 
Order to Apply 
Only to Georgia 


Declaring the Order issued by him 
Saturday instructing members of the 
Ku Klux Kian to*unmask applied only 
to klansmen in Georgia, but that he 
was prepared to issue an order calling 
upon all other klans in the country to 
take a similar step in the event of 
emergency, Edward Young Clarke, im- 
perial wizard pre tem. of the klan, 
in a statement Sunday asserted that 
he had taken such action in order that 
“the klan may be free even from the 
appearance of evil at a time when ene- 
mies of the organization and the cause 
it represents are exceedingly active in 
Georgia.” 

Mr. Clarke’s statement follows: 

“It is not true that I have issued 
any order, or promised to issue any 
order, discarding the use of the mask 
by the Ku Klux Klan in Georgia, or 
anywhere else in the nation. I have, 
however, issued an order, as affecting 
Georgia, and am prepared to issue a 
similar order in any state  shoulu 
same become necessary or advisuble, 
stopping, pending further instructions, 
all parade& and public appearances of 
klansmen in mask or costume, and 
forbidding the use of the mask or 
costume of the klan except in the 
lodge room or klavern of the organi- 
zation. 

“Instead of unmasking the klan, 
the executive order I have issued 
above described increases the wmys- 
tery and sevrecy surrounding the or- 
ganization because it deprives the pub- 
lic of viewing even the costumes of the 
organization. The order doves, how- 
ever, effectively and effectually meet 
the charge that klansmen are com- 
mitting acts of lawlessness. behind 
masks and in the costume or imita- 
tion costume of the klan. 

“It is now up to the regularly con- 
stituted officers of the law to arrest 
any one appearing in public in Geor- 
gia in the costume of the klan or in 
costume which isa colorable imitation 
vf the costume of the klan, because 
the regalia of the Ku Klux Klan is 
the property of the klan itself and not 
of the individual members of same, 
and the use of same in any manner 
forbiddert by the klan ‘will enable the 
Ku Klux Klan to prosecute such _per- 
son Or persons thus misusing the re- 
galia of the organization. 

‘We are unmasked in Georgia at the 
present time only to the extent that 
klansmen are forbidden to appear in 
public using the mask or costume of 


| the organization, no matter for what 


purpose or on what mission. I have 
~ 5% such executive order that the 
Kt: Klux Klan may be free even from 
the appearance of evil at a time when 
the enemies of the organization and 
the cause it represents are exceedingly 
active in Georgia. 

“The executive order I have issued 
as above described will be complied 
with to the letter by the klansmep of 
Georgia.”

BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 

By a vote of 140 to 38 the Geor- 
gia house of representatives has 
passed a bill to amend the state 
constitution so as to provide for 
biennial sessions of the general] as- 
sembly, and the measure is now in 
the senate. | 

This action, @coupled with the 
fact that a similar bill was passed 
by the senate upon a previous oc- 
casion, only to meet defeat in the 
house, indicates a change of senti- 
ment in the lower branch of the 
legislature and encourages’. the 
hope that the measure will now be 
enacted. 

If the biennial sessions Dill is 
passed by the senate and approved 
by the governor it is a foregone 
conclusion that the constitutional 
amendment for which it provides 
will be ratified by the people of 
Georgia by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

There is no good reason under 
the sun why-the legislature of 
Georgia should convene in regular 
session oftener than once in two 
years. 

It is true that Georgia operated 


-ahaér the biennial session system 


from 1877 to 1890, and that more 
frequent sessions were found neces- 
sary to meet the legislative require- 
ments of the state. 

But in those days United States 
senators, superior court judges and 
solicitors general were elected by 
the ‘general assembly, and much 
of the time of each session was 
consumed in the exercise of that 
prerogative. 

All of that has been changed, 
however, the privilege of electing 
those officials having been taken 
away from the legislature and con- 
ferred directly upon the people. 

As Representative Munday stated 
with refreshing candor and frank- 


ness, in the course of his speech

in behalf of the biennial sessions 
bill the other day— 


“The majority of our time {Is now 
wasted. We meet here and dawdle 
for days and days. I have been paid 
a per diem as a member of the leg- 
islature which I did not earn, and so 
have you. Knowing that we are to 
meet here every year, our natural 
disposition ‘is to procrastinate and 


waste our time instead of expediting T 


the transaction of business.” 


Mr. Munday reminded his fel- 
low -representatives of thé people 
that each session of the legislature 
costs the tax-payers of Georgia not 
less than $125,000; and he argued 
with unquestionable truthfulness 
that annual sessions “have multi- 
plied our laws until nobody can 
undérstand them;” and that “they 
disturb the tranquillity of business 
every year when business ought to 
be left alone.” 

Furthermore, he continued— 

“The expenses of the state are 
mounting enormously. The burden 
of taxation is almost more than our 
people can bear. We hear the de- 
mand& for economy on every hand, 
and ‘we profess ta, be in favor of 
economy. The greatest economy 
which could possibly be put into 
effect would be to do away with an- 
nual’ sessions and meet here every 
two years.” 

Georgia is one of only five states 


whose legislatures convene oftener 
thant biennially, and this state un- 
doudtedly would get along better 
politically, socially and financially 
if it’ were put on a biennial session 
basis.

A DANGEROUS ACT. 
The senate has passed a bill in- 


offense in Georgia—an offense pun- 
ishable by death. 

It is a dangerous act, and it is 
to be hoped that its enactment will 
be defeated in the house. 

While the intent back of the 
measure undoubtedly ig commend- 
able, the act itself contemplates an 
expedient that is so extreme and 
drastic that it would probably prove 
entirely ineffective ‘in’ actomplish- 
ing the objective sought. 

Obviously the object of the pro- 
posed law is to put an end to 
burglary in this state. 

But there is a law on the statute 
books making murder a capital of- 
fense, and yet the records show 
that approximately 1,000 murder 
cases were tried in .Georgia last 
year! 

In view of the fact that the death 
penalty has not put an end to mur- 
der there is nothing to warrant a 
presumption that it would be more 
effective as a preventive of the 
crime of burglary. 

The truth of the matter is, the 
effect of such a law very probably 
would be to increase murder rather 
than to decrease burglary, for the 
reason that in all human probability 
a criminal contemplating the latter 
crime would be all the more alert 
and ready to take human life, if 
detected in the act, in order t 
escape justice. ) 

Naturally, the penalty for the 
crime of burglary compounded with 
murder being no greater than that 
for burglary alone, he would tather 


eluding the law altogether than to 
run the risk of hanging for the sin- 
gle crime of burglary. 

But it probably would be difficult 
to select a jury of twelve men in 
Georgia who would find a verdict 
of guilt in a burglary case, knowing 
that such a verdict meant death to 
the defendant. 

The a*erage citizen does not be- 
lieve that a man should be deprived 
of his life in atonement for a crime 
solely against propert y—Which 
burglary is—regardless of his aver- 
sion to that crime or to crime in 
any form. 

It is to be wondered, therefore, 
if this proposed new capital punish- 
ment law would not operate to in- 
crease, rather than to diminish, 
burglary in Georgia, thus. operating 
in a direction exactly opposite to 
that intended. 

It is not the severity, but the 
certainty, of punishment that will 
discourage crime of any type. 

Few criminals ever embark upon 
a criminal enterprise with the ex- 
pectation of being caught and 
brought to justice; and, confident 
of their ability to evade detection, 
or banking upon the Hkelihood of 
their escaping the penalty of the 
law if caught, they are not deterred 
by thought of the law-prescribed 
penalty, however severe it may be. 

The curbing of crime is, after all, 
a matter of law-enforcement and of 
diligence and efficiency on the part 
of those whose duty it is to admin. 
ister the law, rather than.a question 
of penalty. 


PROFITABLE FARMING. 

In an editorial article on “Put- 
ting the Farm on a Cash Basis,” the 
Vidalia (Ga.) Advance well says 
that “what is needed is a crop that 
can be marketed every week of the 
year, and which will give the farm- 
er a steady, year-round income.” 

Wherever the ready-money crops 
are produced, in sufficient variety, 
the farm not only pays its way in 
thé matter of home supply, but has 
a surplus to sell to other markets. 

The Vidalia paper puts it in this 
practical way— 

Raising his own feed, and milking 
a few cows, any farmer can have a 
monthly cash income from the but- 
ter fat sold to the creamery which 
will take care of the running ex- 
penses of his farm, and the main 
crops will be in the nature of a sur- 
plus for the year’s operation of the 
farm. At the same time, he will be 
building up his farm, and increas- 


ing the value of each acre every 
year. 


Speaking of leading farmers who 
have gone into the dairy business, 
our Vidalia contemporary adds— 

There are, we believe, an average 
of four or five cows on every farm 
in this section, and if our farmers 
will but go to the small expense of 
equipping themselves for. selling 
s@ur cream to the creameries, they 
will assure themselves of a steady 
monthly income and we will in a few 
years bring a period of prosperity 
to this section such as was never 
known even in the days before the

Good health is good business. Specu- 
lation in symptoms doesn’t pay the 
speculator, however, profitable this 


great indoor sport may be for the af- 
fable, sociable and often very religious 
charlatans. The sum squandered an- 
nually by the American and Canadian 
people on wildcat health and healing 
ventures, plausible nostrums both me- 
dicinal and non-medicinal, in the at- 
tempt to patch up or to suppress symp- 
toms of unknown import, would build 
and equip the world’s supernavy. 

In order to save the gullible layman 
from:himself, and incidentally to try 
what a little timely prophylaxis can 
do for candidates for Bright’s disease, 
diabetes, cancer, hardening of the ar- 
teries, heart muscle failure, apoplexy 
and other diseases which are 
preventable only by personal 
methods, sociologists and sani- 
tarians have of late years 
urged people to get the habit of having 
nnuaj physical examination made, 
as well as a persgnal or business in- 
ventory. Physicians, curiously 
enough, have neither encouraged this 
movement nor offered any too warm a 
welcome for the unsick patron seeking 
such periodic examination. There is a 
hiatus or gap in the arrangements 
somewhere. We have eye specialists, 
baby specialists, woman specialists, 
man specialists, nerve specialists, skin 
specialists, etc., all or each duly desig- 
nated and recognized, but there’s no 
such thing as a specialist in hygiene 
in the prevailing medical custom, The 
medical profession is rather morbid 
and preverse about this: you’ve got to 

sick before you can consult a spe- 
ialist, if you please. It is all very 
well to preach fine sentiments about 
the “early recognition” of this and 
that preventable disease, but at the 
same time there’s nobody particularly 
and specially qualified and equipped tv 
make the early recognition, even if you 
seek it. Some _ provision should be 
made in the present scheme of things 
for specialists in hygiene, experts on 
health for people who seek expert ad- 
vice, practitioners of private character 
who might be called prophylactists. 

From many inquiries I gather that 
many good people are already in the 
habit of having and annual physical 
examination made and deriving no 
penefit therefrom. These people recelve 
impressive, but mostly insignificant 
“reports” of the various tests and in- 
vestigations made, and then they prac- 
tically holler down the rainbarrel to 
know what they should do about it. 
Frenzied physical examinationism, 
we'll call it. And it costs a pretty 
penny, too. 

The man or woman over 30 is wise 
to have an annual overhauling, whether 
for life insurance or just self-conserva- 
tion. Such an examination is best 
made by an ordinary physician, the 
family doctor pfeferably, who can de- 
cide at any time whether any special 
investigation or test is necessary. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Syupifiging the Ear. 

Please tell"me what to use for wash- 
ing ears. I tried syringing with soap 
and water, but it didn’t remove the 
wax.—D. C. 

Answer—Soap and water is used 
rather for washing behind the ears, 
and is fairly efficacious for that. For 
removing hardened plugs of wax dis- 
solve a tablespoonful of saleratus in a 
quart of water comfortably warm. 
Hang the fountaia syringe not more 
than two feet above the ear. Direct 
the stream into the ear canal, but do 
not insert the nozzle. Catch the out- 
flow in a basin. This usually brings 
away the masses. Never insert any ob- 
ject in the ear. If the syringing fails, 
go to a physician. 

Cotton Seed Oil. 


Please give me your opinion of using. 
eotton seed oil for “eleansing an old 
hide.”’ There is no drug store here 
and it is difficult to obtain the in- 
gredients for making cold cream.— 
A. B.S 


Answer—It may be all right, though 
I have no experience or knowledge of 
its use. I should advise you not to at- 
tempt to make cold cream but to 
send to a good pharmacy and have any 
desired quantity, say four ounces, 
made up fresh for you, according to the 
formula for ointment of rose water 
(cold cream) in the U. S. P. or the B. 
P.—formularies which every drug 
store has. 

For the Red Nose. 

At the request of numerous readers 
the following formula for a lotion for 
a red nose is reprinted. 

Zinc sulphate ; 

Potassium sulphurated ... 

Rose water 

Shake the mixture well, and apply 
each night by daubing upon the nose 
with the fingers. Allow it to dry on, 
and wash it off next morning. Use it 
for ten days or so, then omit it for a 
week or more and resume the use, as 
required.

There are a great many sound rea- 
sons why the bill providing for bien- 
nial instead of annual sessions of the 
legislature should be enacted; and the 
mere saving of $60,000 a year to a 
state bank account that has the very 
unsavory habit of having its balances 
drawn on the wrong side of the ledger, 
is not the soundest of them— 

Too much attempted legislation; 
unceasing, year-in-and-year-out nag- 
ging at business and industry; dis- 
turbing and disquieting efforts to 
penalize specific elements of trade 
without economic or frugal reasons; 
juggling individual political ambitions 
at the expense of the state; tearing 
down by vascillating policies as rapid- 
ly as constructionists can erect; mak- 
ing a crazy-quilt scrapbook out of the 
code of Georgia, and actually defying 
by technical constructions the very 
constitution of the state— 

These are some of the things that 
the annual legislative system does—a 
relief from which God knows a suf- 
fering public is devoutly praying. 


Running down the current calen- 
dars I find, as just one illustration— 
and by no means the most conspicu- 
ous one—tbhat Representative Valen- 
tino has intreduced a measure—H, 
692—which, if passed, will make i 
necessary for all packages of proprie- 
tary medicines to bear a sticker or 
label giving the list of ingredients con- 
stituting the component parts. 

Of all the confiscatory propositions 
on earth, without one iota of sense or 
reason in better serving or protecting 
the public, this is the limit; and yet 
Senator Pat Haralson—as good a man 
as ever walked in shoe leather; and 
so is Valentino as for that matter— 
has introduced a similar measure— 
S. B. 225—in the upper branch. 

They are both pending—and very 
naturally the proprietary manufactur- 
ers throughout the nation who sell 
their products in Georgia are dis- 
turbed. Of course they are disturbed. 
If Valentino or Haralson had millions 
of dollars in cash tied up in proprie- 
tary rights; their products popular- 
ized nationally through the expendi- 
tures of other millions in honest pub- 
licity backed by a meritorious -prod- 
uct; and the reward of trade-mark 
popularity coming as a result of years 
of industry and patience, and fre- 
quently hardships—don’t you think 
they would be disturbed if some legis- 
lator in one of the 48 states of their 
trade area should force them to tear 
down every barrier of _ protection 
against the trade pirates and the sub- 
stitutors? 

You bet they would!

And what is the necessity for it? 
To protect the public? 

The public is already amply pro- 
tected through the state and federal 
food and drug laws; and by the other 
federal law which gives the right of 
analysis, demands the prosecution of 
fake and fraudulent medicines, and 
requires the statement on the iabels of 
the presence of alcohol or of any nar- 
cotic or habit-forming drugs in the 
compound. 

What more 
asked?

The federal trade commission de- 
votes a great deal of its time to en- 
forcing them. 

There are divisions of the United 
States department of agriculture do- 
ing the same thing. 

There is one branch of,the depart- 
ment of justice doing the same thing— 

Where .is there a reeord,; since the, 
enactment of the food and drug laws, 
of a person being killed or even in- 
jured by the use of any of the stand- 
ard proprietary medicines? 

Of course there are fake medicines 
being sold, especially by irresponsible 
agents, street vendors and_ itinerant 
medicine showmen, but there are no 
fake medicines, or certainly injurious 
medicines, offered through reputable 
trade channels— 

And the rigid laws controlling their 
manufacture and sale, and the over- 
whelming public sentiment behind 
these laws, are responsible, 

There is no excuse then for the 
Georgia law, as proposed by Valen- 
tino and Haralson; and it is unthink- 
able that the Georgia legislature 
would knock out the very foundation 
stone of honesty and integrity in the 
legitimate proprietary medicine busi- 
ness by first destroying the almost 
priceless assets of this business, and 
then by opening wide the floodgates 
for the invasion of an army of unfair 
and irresponsible competitors.

}not confine their sales to retailers in 


any one state, but travel their sales- 
men in several states, hence it would 
be practically impossible for a manu- 
facturer tu comply with such labeling 
requirements in Georgia. : 

The fact.is, if this measure pro d 
by Valentino and Haralson should be 
enacted, the manufgcturers would sim- 
ply withdraw from Georgia—that’s 
all! ; | 

That would be a gravé injustice to 
the manufacturer, the dealer, the pub- 
lic, and the newspapers that carry the 
advertisements of legitimate medi- 
cines, 

I de not believe that Valentino and) 
Haralson have studied this thing care- 
fully. When they have done so I am 
sure they will see the injustice of their 
proposalé, without any possible good 
to the public to offset such injustice. 

It. is to be hoped, therefore, that 
these bills will not be seriously heard 
of again.

While I am on this general sub- 
ject, let me say a word about the 
proposals befgre the legislature to 
impose further special privilege tax 
burdens upon the druggists. 

Georgia business interests, of every 
class, large and small, manutaccturing, 
joDbing, retailing and what not, are 
already being taxed to death in order 
to make up an annually growing 
state deficit due to the breakdown of 
the present antiquated and inadequate 
ad valorem: tax system, and the fail- 
ure. of the state to so classify its 
‘property rates that invisibles may be 
Eecuahs to the tax table. 

And in all of the long lists of busi- 
nesses being penalized, in many in- 
stances unjustly and destructively, 
there is no class among them that is 


more than the druggists. : 

The druggist, especially in_ the 
smaller towns, is a community insti- 
tution—a kind of a public utility— 
and he does more public service 
without reward than any other busi- 
ness house in the town, and turns 
over more sinall priced articles, at a 
greater expense of time and money, 
than any other along the retail row. 

Everybody knows that is true. 

And yet the legislature seems to 
think because one end of the drug 
store serves aS a nursery for babies, 
and the other end as a meeting place 
for Johnnies and Flappers, that he 
must be made the goat of the special 
tax laws. It is wrong! 

If the druggist paid the license tax, 
even if a heavy one, and it stopped 
there, certainly there could be no 
reason for complaint. 

But the truth is half of the stuff 
that he sells bears individual special 
taxes, and while all taxes, as a gen- 
eral and unfortunate rule, are passed 
along to the consumers, it is an es 
tablished fact that druggists have 
less opportunity for doing this than 
any other class of retail dealers. 

* * 


It is to be sincerely hoped that 
this legislature will not penalize busi- 
ness in this state any more than it is 
now doing. 

It cannot be justified by the clamor 
for more revenue. 

Such a policy can only serve to 
“kill the goose that lays the golden 


And certainly it cannot be justified 
so long as there are hundreds of 
millions of dollars of so-called in- 
tangible properties in Georgia escap- 
ing taxation every year because the 
legislature hasn’t nerve enough to 
properly reach them. 

Who is going to give in idle cur- 
rency or stocks, or mortgages, or 
other par value securities at par and 
pay the five mill maximum while visi- 
ble income properties are assessed 
from 15 to 50 per cent of their mar- 
ket value at the same rate? 

The law that demands it puts a 
premium upon lying, and makes per- 
jurers of good men.

We know, of 
course, that when 
the state consti- 
tution was adopt- 
ed in 1877, there 
Was not the 
Slightest contem- 
plation that with- 
in its life-time 

enfranchisement of women 
would come into effect. Hence the 
constitutional direction that “the 
general assembly shall provide by 
law for the selection of the most 
experienced, intelligent and upright 
men to serve as grand jurors, and 
intelligent and upright men to serve 


as traverse jurors.” 
That constitution 
that “every male citizen ‘ 
shall be deemed an elector,” and left 
no sort of gap through which a fe- 
male could enter as an elector. 
But the XIXth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States has 
done for women just what the AVth 
amendment did for the negroes. The 
right of a woman to vote cannot be 
abridged or denied on account of her 
s€éx anymore than the right of a 


negro citizen to vote can be abridged 
or denied on account of race, color, 


also provides 


or previous condition of servitude. 
And the supreme court of the United 
States has decided that woman's 
right to vote, on a parity with men 
under state regulations, attached to 
her constitutionally frem the mo- 
ment of the ratification of the XIXth 
amendment. 

However, some will contend that 
the state legislature must enact ad- 
ditional statutory enabling acts to 
put her in possession of her consti- 
tutional right,to register, vote, hold 
office, or to serve as a juror. 

But the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States has held just the other 
way—that is to say, she needs only 
tu comply with existing laws rexu- 
lating the rights of men to. those 
privileges and immunities. 

For instance, before the present 
constitution of Georgia was adopted 
the state of West Virginia enacted 
a law that eliminated negroes from 
serving as jurors in that state, The 
matter was contested, and the casé 
went to the supreme court of the 
United States. It was the case of 
Strauder vs. West Virginia, and was 
flecided in 1879, the opinion holding 

the statute was unconstitu- 

. bull and wold. That case !s 
reported and may be read in 100 
Ty, S., 303, and controls equally any 
ease where women would be ex- 
cluded as jurors in any state of the 
union. 

I am quite certain in my memory 
that it was in consequence of that 
decision that Judge George Hillyer 
advised the jury commissioners of 
Fulton county to include negroes 
upon the petit jury list of the coun- 
ty. And I also vividly remember 
that practically every negro sum- 
moned as a talesman—such men as 
Nick Holmes and Dougherty Hutche 
ins—begged to be excwsed from 
service on account of “imperative 
business reasons.” But they were 
kept on the panel. just the same. 

By the way, some people seem te 
ignore the fact that the constitu: 
tion of the state of Georgia contains 
these eminently significant decla- 
rations, to-wit: 

“Article XII, sec. 1, part. 1. The 
laws of general operation in this 
state are, first, as the supreme law: 
The constitution of the United 
States, the laws of the United States 
in pursuance thereof. and all trea- 
}ties made under the authority of the 
United States. 

“Par. II. Second: As next in au- 
thoritv thereto: this constitution.”

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What Hague Failure Means 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


Washington, July 23.—The final 
failure at The Hague of the dealings 
with the soviets begun at Genoa is 
a vindication and justification of the 
foreign policy of the United States 
and of the personal course of Mr. 
Hughes and Mr. Hoovér. It demon- 


strates that whatever progress the 
Russian revolution has made in the 
direction of economic sanity, it has 
not yet come to the point where it 
is prepared to conform to western 
standards. : 

The west made an initial and pro- 
found error in its various abortive ef- 
forts to promote revolution in Russia, 
that is counter-revolution, by backing 
the several Russian leaders who at- 
tacked the Reds. In the minds of 
the Russian masses these leaders rep- 
resented reaction and the attempt to 
restore the czaristic regime. hese 
attempts were therefore doomed to 
failure and were responsible for mucb 
of the success of the soviets in re 
taining power. 

But not less a blunder was the 
policy backed by the British and the 
Italians which undertook for commer- 
cial advantage to recognize the so 
viets and thus fasten their rule in- 
definitely upon Russia. Time has 
demonstrated that if the Russians are 
unwilling to go back to the Roman- 
off regime, the communistic crowd 
which control are incapable of ad- 
ministering the country and that by 
process of evolution or of revolution 
Russia must inevitably find a leader- 
ship which can accomplish tvhat was 
achieved by the leaders of the French 
revolution more than a century ago. 

Would be Financing Anarchy. 

Had the soviets succeeded in di- 
viding the western nations and en- 
listing the backing of the British and 
the Italians, with American support, 
the development in Russia would have 
been delayed and soviet rule would 
have been fortified for the time be- 
ing and as long as allied loans and 
credits were forthcoming. The west 
would, in effect, have been financing 
an experiment in anarchy which aimed 
at nothing. short of overturning all 
the western political and economic 
system. 

The failure of Genoa was not due 
primarily to the stand of France and 
Belgium, it was not even the result 
of the decision of Poland and the 
little entente, after the Russo-German 
agreement of Rapallo, to stand with 
France and against Britain. The fail- 
ure was in the main the natural con- 
sequence of the refusal of the United 
States to go to Genoa, followed by a 
similar refusal to participate in The 
Hague affair. 

It was a mistaken belief that Amer- 
ica would, come, which led Lloyd 
George to make his Cannes bargain 
with Briand. I was in London at the 
moment when Mr. Hughes’ letter de- 
clining the Genoa invitation arrived, 
and there was not the smallest mis- 
taking the general belief that this 
refusal doomed the whole enterprise. 
And one can say without exaggeration 
that the American course, irritating 
as it was to the little circle about the 
prime minister, was received with re- 
lief in many quarters in Britain and 
with positive enthusiasm in Paris in 
all directions. a 

Russia is now thrown back upon 
private capital entirely for her for- 
eign credits, which she must have to 
live. The soviet representatives at 
Genoa and The Hague were aided by 
political elements in Great Britain 
and Italy which pressed their govern- 
ments to enter into close relations 
with Red Russia. For this reason 
British and Italian statesmen were 
driven to make dangerous concessions 
and assume a position with respect of 
‘tthe soviets which was always dis- 
‘quieting and sometimes actually hu- 
miliating. No such attitude can be 
imposed upon private capital which 
will be directed by men for whom only 
economic facts will have value. 

Interests Identical. 


The best thing about The Hague 
episode was that it demonstrated the 
fact which should have needed no 


demonstration, that the interests of all 
western nations are identical and that 
the Russian regime of the moment has 
nothing common with British, 
French or Italian systems, much less 
with American. : 

At Genoa the western nations were 
divided, because of the political con- 
cerns of the several premiers, at The 
Hague, where the politicians were ab- 
sent and only the experts present, Pre 
solidarity of the western nations was 
restored and the final answer to the 
Russians was made in the name of al 
of the western nations. 


The whole episode is one more forci- 
ble reminder of the dangers incident 
to the discussion of economic and 
financial matters not in the light of 
}facts but in that of domestic political 
conditions. Lloyd George wanted a 
general election, and in that gerieral 
election he wanted the support of 
those radical groups and newspapers 
in England which advocated recogni- 
tion of soviet Russia and resumption 
of trade relations at any price and 
at the cost of any compromise with 
principle. The Italian attitude was 
equally dominated by domestic po- 
litical conditions, 

The merits of the Russian situa- 
tion did not enter into the officiul 
British or Italian attitude either in 
the actual calling of the conference 
or in its subsequent history. What 
might have happened had the United 
States not refused to go and had the 
Germans refrained from the treaty o: 
Rappalo folly, it is difficult to say, 
But now, we are back upon sound 
foundation again. 

Russia is, perhaps, the gold mige 
that has been described—it certainly 
is a country with great natural re- 
sources which have never yet been 
properly developed and can only be 
developed by foreign capital. But be- 
fort that development can begin Rus- 
Sia must accept the only principles 
under which western ‘capital can op- 
erate. Soviet representatiyes came 
to these recent conferences eonvinced 
that they could exploit political ne- 
cessities and commercial greed of 
western nations. They had measur- 
able success at Genoa, momentarily, 
but at The Hague they failed all 
along the line. 


Prevision of Hughes. 


It was the merit of Mr. Hughes’ 
course that he saw in advance that 
the occasion for Genoa was not the 
well founded knowledge of actual Rus- 
sian conditions, but the need of the 
British and Italian governments of 
the moment for domestie support 
which could only be enlisted by some 
gesture made to the soviet govern- 
ment. In a word, as he saw, and bis 
insight came in no small degree from 
the information supplied by Mr. Hoo- 
ver, not,.:onomics but politics ex- 
plained Genoa and would dominate its 
course, . 

Similar vision in the matter of that 
other acute problem, reparations, is 
perhaps discernible in the policy of 
our state department. Europe, and 
London first of all, seeks to have the 
United States share in a present read- 
justment, but this means in practice 
that we are to save Europe from the 
costs of a preliminary adjustment of 
its own. But granted that we shall 
|some time have to take a hand, noth- 
ing seems clearer than that our ac- 
tion should be postponed until Eu- 
rope has done the obvious things 
first. | 

And the first step is obviously the 
deflation of the reparations figures. 
The inflation was due to the British 
insistence against American opposi- 
tion, that the costs of military pen- 
sions should be included. This in- 
clusion doubled the sum of repara- 
tions, but it was the only way that 
Lloyd George could get for his coun- 
try any large fraction of the repara- 
tions amounts and thus make good 
his election pledges. Until the Brit- 
ish have set the example by resign- 
ing these vast sums and thus bring- 
ing about a reduction of the sum of 
reparations, there is no logic in Amer- 
ican intervention.

An amplifier cafl be made to oscillate and the period of the oscil- 
lations will depend upon the electrical or mechanical constants of the in- 
strument. 


sustain its own action and discharge periodically. 

The automatic pistol is spoken of as an amplifier because @ small 
amount of energy applied in the proper direction to the trigger may be 
made to release a much greater amount of energy stored in the car- 
tridge as potential chemical energy thus released, sufficient to actuate 
the trigger, is coupled mechanically to the trigger it will cause the pistol 
to discharge continuously as long as cartridges are supplied to the mag- 
azine. 

Diagram (A) serves to illustrate this principle. In this diagram 
the target (T) is hinged on the rod (R), which is connected to link (C) 
by means of the bar (L). Link (C) is pivoted at (P) with one end 
coupled to the trigger and the oth- 
er end to the bar (L). If the trig- 
ger is now pulled, a bubet will be 
discharged, and on striking the tar- 
get with sufficient force it will 
again pull the trigger and so on 
repeat. 

The period of repetition will de- 
pend upon the time of travel of the 
bullet to the target and the inertia 
of the target, connecting mechan- 
ism and pistol. Lengthening the 
distance between pistol and target 
will make the period slower, short- 
ening the distance will make the 
period faster. 

The sécond analogy is shown in 
diagram (B), in which a micro- 
phone, battery and telephone re- 
ceiver are connected in series and 
the circuit closed. The receiver is 
coupled to the microphone. If the 
microphone (T) be tapped gently 
and the battery (B) is of proper 
size the receiver R) will amplify 
the sound of the tap, and this sound 
will travel across space between 
the receiver and microphone and 
cause a repetition, providing losses 
in passing through this space are 
not too great. This is commonly 
known as “howling” and is not un- 
usual on telephone lines. The pe- 
riod of the oscillation of this sys- 
tem depends upon the electrical im- 
pedance of the telephone receiver, 
the inertia of the microphone and 
: whore diaphragms and the dis- 

é tance between them. 

Diagram C. In diagram (C) is shown a three 
electrode valve amplifier-oscillator. The grid when disturbed electric- 
ally affects a much larger amount of energy provided by the battery 
(B). If this change be properly coupled to the grid oscillations will be 
produced. This coupling may be magnetic by coupling plate coil (T) 
to grid coil (S) or by means of a capacity coupling condenser connected 
across the plate and grid as shown in dotted lines. 

The period of oscillation of this system will depend upon the elec- 
trical constants of the coils (T) and (S), and the electrical constants 
of the tube. Larger coils and condensers produce a slower period, and 
vice versa, It should be remembered that the frequency or period of 
a circuit is inversely proportional to the wave length.

WOODSIDE STORAGE CO 
MODEL OF ITS KIND 


The John J. Woodside Storage Co., 
Inc., is one of the best known con- 
cerns of its kind in the south, and 
enjoys a large patronage. In a chat 
a few days ago with one of the lead- 
ing officials of this company, he said 
to a representative of this depart- 
ment: 

“Our business was established in 
1891. We built the first furniture 
It was 
located at No. 81 Simpson _ street. 
Later we built a four-story and base- 
ment, brick, mill-constructed ware- 
house at No. 235-237 Edgewood ave- 
nue, corner Bell street.

“In our three warehouses we have 
75,000 square feet of floor space. In 
each warehouse we have a carpet 
room where all carpets and rugs in 
this room are fumigated regularly, 
using formaldehyde and potash to 
protect the carpets and rugs from in- 
jury by moths. We also have in each 
warehouse a piano room where pianos 
get ventilation and sunlight, both of 
which are essential to the proper care 
of pianos.

“In storing furniture, we use spe- 
cially made pads for the purpose of 
protecting the furniture while in 
Storage. We also cover all goods 
stored with us with light ducking to 
protect the goods as much as possible 
from dust. We also have a colored 
woman, Annie Massey, who has been 
in our employ for nearly 20 years, 
at the disposal of all ladies who come 
to our warehouse to either inspect 
their goods or remove part of them. 

“We store household goods only. 
We do not handle merchandise, hence 
there is nothing in our warehouses 
that rats or mice can live on; there: 
fore we are not troubled with either. 
Goods can be stored with us without 
the slightest fear that they will be 
damaged by rats or mice. 

“Our warehouses are open for in- 
spection at all times. We own them 
and had them erected as furniture 
storage warehouses. In doing this, 
we avoided the faults in others. We 
believe we have the best set of men 
on our trucks that can be secured in 
this section.

When you buy linen, never forget 
that there are various qualities of 
yarn used which will affect the wear- 
ing qualities of the material, short 
fibers, called “tow,” are separated 
from long fibers, called “line.”’ Yarn 
made from line is strong and smooth, 
though it may be coarse or fine. 
Yarn from tow is coarse, weak, and 
becomes rough and fuzzy with wear. 
Muterials made of this poor quality of 
linen have not the wearing quality 
of good cotton. Tow is often found 
in cheap linen toweling. You may 
detect it by breaking and pulling 
apart the threads. 


All white linens are bleached. The 
natural color of linen is from cream 
to brown or gray. Sometimes linen 
is grass bleached, other times chemi- 
cally bleached. The chemical process 
saves time, but causes fibers to weak- 
en. The strength of the fibers is 
not affected by grass bleaching.~ You 
can buy linens unbleached or partial- 
ly bleached; and unusally these have 
an attractive creamy color. As linen 
does not take dye readily, you do 
not find much colored linen on the 
market. When you do buy it dyed, 
be prepared to have it fade easily— 
if it is pure linen.

The earliest dining tables were 
merely long boards laid upon trestles, 
Such tables could easily be taken down 
and stowed away when not in use. It 
was not until about 1600 that many 
large tables, permanently attached to 
their framing and legs, were made, 
These long tables are commonly called 
“refectory” tables, because tables of 
jthis description were generally used in 
the dining halls or refectories of col- 
leges and schools. 

These long tables, like the early 
American oak table shown in the cut, 
were made with a subbstantial under- 
framing, robust turned legs and stron 
stretchers connecting the legs jus 
above the floor. The stretchers al 
served as foot-rests for those sitting 
at the table. Such tables, about two 
feet wide and five feet or more in 
length, were used for dining tables by 
the early colonists, benches or stools 
being placed along the sides for chil- 
dren and servants, while the heads of 
the family occupied chairs at the ends, 

Tables like this are very useful now- 
adays, not only for dining, but for liv- 
ing rooms and other purposes. They 
should be just as stoutly made, howe 
ever, as the old tables were, both for 
strength and for appearances, If*they 
are not strongly built, with heavy pro- 


portions, they soon get rickety. Too 
many so-called reproductions are flim- 
sily built with slender proportions.

News Depresses Cotton 


New Orleans, July 23.—Prices were 
depressed in a moderate way during 
nearly the whole of last week in the 


cotton market. Early declines car- 
ried the market to its lowest, on the 
more distant months, to net losses of 
41 to 53 points, while in the late trad- 
ing July and October fell to their low- 
est, net losses of 64 to 112 points. At 
the middle of the week the market 
was at its highest, 8 to 25 points over 
the close of the preceding week. ‘ On 
the close the list showed net losses 
of 26 to 57 points. October traded as 
high as 22.00 cents a pound, as low as 
21.28 and closed at 21.35. In the spot 
department prices lost 75 points on 
middling, which closed at 21.75 
against 11.75 on the close of this 
week last year. 
* Much of the selling of the week was 
done on the unfavorable strike news 
in this country and on an unfavor- 
able opinion of political news from 
abroad. The troubles among the coal 
mines aroused fear that- mills would 
be seriously put out for fuel before 
long, while the rail strike caused un- 
easiness regarding transportation fa- 
cilities for the new crop, now just 
starting to move.
